Now Indi- 
anapolis has won back her lead by 
101 persons. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., reporting 644,795, 
a 8.75 per cent increase, kept to pro- 
portions with Baltimore, just above 
her, which reported 789,921, a 7.6 
per cent increase. Pittsburgh wan 
seventh city, Baltimore eighth in the 
1920 census. 

At her heels, however. the Pennsy]l- 
vyania metropolis found San Francisco, 
which came climbing up to 625,974 
with a 23.5 per cent increase rate.
